deale very well, that yan mut ſtand indiftres of ſuch perſans. Bers: 
bpenſhe takes accaſtan to raile and ſcold all the day long; the man 
| being 
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be ing wearied with her waiwardneſſe, and Age (being hafted with 
Kiefe andſozrow )doth vnawares overtake him. Baetiy,he is ine. 
ery veſpect wzetched: but ſuch is his folly,that he reckons his pains 
pleaſure,and would not though he might be agame at liberty, out of 
Lobs poumd, oꝝ if he would it is now to late: foʒ he mull of ſoꝛte con:

Jdenynot,that when a woman is with childe 
ſhe bides many times great paines, and is often very ill at eaſe 49 
at ths time of her relinerance,Che is fo; the moſt part natal 
exceedingpaine, but aff in no leſle danger : But ail ists 
nothing to the Mudends krgubles, on whoſt hands alone doth reſt 
the whole charge, and of maintaining the houſe,and diſpat* 
der e e 
es, and ſo d with! aztunc, pe man is toz- 
mented with all yeratianofintiie, * 
Being thus wearied,and as it were wozne away with continuall 
griefe,troublons cogitations, tople and traueil, haut no mind on any 
otherpleaſnre : whereas ſhe onthe other Me is as luſty as ener ſhe 
was: mearie while his ſkock detaprs, ati his Fate ar dwes wats and 
woꝛſe : andasthat didrimiſheth, ſo he mut perfozce ſhaꝛten her al- 
lowance, and maintenante, which is almoſt as great « Cozeſiue to 


her 
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her, as the fo ꝛmer. ou may be well affured, that this change in hum 
makes her alſo change her countenance : from Pirth andcheereful 
neſſe, to lowzing Melancholy, ſe bing accaſions of difaxreenents, 
and ble theim in ſuch lot. that their fozmer lone and ktndnedc was 
not ſo great, as are now their bzawles,iarres, anddiſcozds. It doth 
alſo oftentimecs happen, that the Woman by this meanes waſts and 
conſumes all,gining leudly away her huſbands gods/which hee with 
great paines and cares hath gotten.

Sir (ſaith ſhe pon 
map freelp ſpeake pour pleaſure ; fo2 J doe ſo much aſſure wee of 
your hone ſty, that Jknow you will ſpeake nothing that they pz0- 
cure offence. 

Then thus(faithhe) J acknowledge without faining, that 7 am 
farre vawozthy of ſo great a fauour, as to be accepted fo2 your Ser - 
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uant, friend, and Loner, which art ſo faite, ſo gentle, and cuery wap 
ſo gracious, that I may truly ſap, vou are repleniſhed with all the 
god gifts that nature can plant in any moztall creature: But if pou 
would vouchſafe me this vndeſerued grace, my god wil,diligence,+ 
continuall fozwardneſſe to ſerne # pleaſe yow ſhould neuer faile tbut 
J would therin equal the moſt loyall Lover that euer lined, F wortla 
eſfeme you mo2e than any thing elſe, and tender moze your god 
name and credit than mine owne. 

God Sir (quoth ſhe) I beartily thanke yorffo2 pour kinde offer, 
but I pꝛay you ſpeake no moꝛe of ſuch matters. ſo: I neither know 
what loue is, noꝛ pet tare ſoꝛ knowing it: This is not the leffon that 
my mother teacheth me now a dayes. Why/ſaith he )ifit pleaſe pou 
ſhe ſhallknownothing of it: pct the other day Jheard her talke of 
pꝛeferring vou in mariage to one Maſter CR. How (ap pon to that 
(quoth ſhe?) Parry (thuganſwers the Senticman, ) If you would 
bouctſafe to entertaine me fo you cruant, I would neuer mar 
ry, but only relye vpon your faugur. ® , 

But that (ſait ſhe ſhould be no p20fit to either of va both, and be · 
ſide it would be to mp repꝛoach, w ich I hadnot thaught you would 
ſeeke. Nay (qdbe, J pad rather digt dan ſceke your diſczedit. TUell 
fir (ſaith ſhe) ſpeake no moe hereof, foꝛ if inp — per- 
ceiue it, J were vtterly vndone. And it map be her Mother makes 
per a ſigne to giue ouer, fearing that thee doth not plap her part 
well. 

At the bzeaking vp of their amoꝛous Parey, he conueps into her 
hand a gold ring, o ſome ſuch top, deſtring her to take it and heepe it 
fo; his ſake: which at the firſt, ( accoꝛding to her Pothers pꝛecepts

Oh ir, an 
wers ſhe,)J would he were line you. Ah wert ꝙiſtres ſaith he you

ther vouchſafe mee the other fauour, I ſhould e ſterme mp ſelfe moſt 
happy-JntrothSir,(ſaith the )it is a thing that J map not doe of mp 
ſelfe, without the counſell and conſent of my Parents, to whom 7 
would gladly moue it, it Ithought they woulda not be offended ; But 
it would be ſo much the better if you bzeake the matter vato them 
and bee ſure, if they referte the matter to mir, vou ſhall ſpœd ſo 
ſone as may. Mee being rauiſht with theſe wazds, and yelding 
— — thankes, trots pꝛeſently to the Pother, to get her 
go * 
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To be thozt,. (with ſome little ado) the matter isbzought a 
bout, euen in ſuch ſoꝛt as he would deſire: they are ſtraightway 
contracted, and innnediatelpy wedded, both becauſe that het 
Friends feare that the leaſt delay will pꝛeuent all, and betauſe 
he is ſo hot on the ſpurre, that he thinkes eucry houre a verre till 
it be done.

then will he gine it ner: Thus is he as tame and pliable, as a 
Jack- an-Apes to his kœper. It the Pꝛince ſet fozthan Army, 
and the be vnwilling that hee ſhould goe, who (pou map thinke 
will aſke her leaue, then mult he ſtay at home, ght who will foz 
the Countrep : But ik chee bee at any time deſtrous to haue his 
rome! bohich manp tunes the likes better than his company )He 
wants no Journepes to imploy him in, and hee is as ready as a 
Hage to under take them: Ik che chide, he anſwers not a word: 
generally, whatſoener the doth, oz howſocuer , hee thinkes it 
well done. 

{udge now what a caſe this ſilly Calfe is in, (Is not hee 
thinke pou, finely d2eft ) that is in ſuch ſubiedt ion - The hone - 
ſteſt TWoman, andinoltmodeſt of that Ser, ifſhce weare the 
152ceches , ſhec is ſo out of reaſon in taunting and control 
ling her Veſband ; Foz this is their common fault, and be ſhe 
neuer ko wiſe, pet, becauſea TWoinan, ſcarte able to gouerne 
her ſelfe, much leſſe her Yuſband, and all his affaires; foꝛ were 
it not ſo, doubtleſſe G D would haue made her the head: which 
ſithit is otherwiſe, what can bee moꝛe pꝛepoſterous, than that 
the Head ſhould bee governed by the Fot Ik then a wiſe and 
honeſt TWomans ſupertoztty bee vnſemelp, and bꝛerd great in 
conueniences, ic. how is hee dꝛeſt (thinke you} if hee light on a 
fond, wanton, and maliciaus Dame: Then (doubtleſſe hce is 
ſoundly ſped : ſhe will not ſticke to keepe a ſwert heart under his 
noſe, yet is hee ſo blinde that hee can perteiue nothing, but fo? 
moꝛe ſecurity ſhee will many times ſend him packing beyond 
Dea, about ſame odde errand, which ſhe will buzze in his cares, 
and he will perfoꝛme it at her pleaſure, albeit ſhe ſend hun wt 
at midnight, in Raine, Haile, oz ſnow, foꝛ he nnuſt be a man fit 
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fo all weathers : Chtir Childzen (if they haue ap) muſt nds 
bee bzought vp, apparelled, fed, and taught. onely accoꝛdingto 
her pleaſure:and one ſpeciall point of their learning, is alwvayes 
to make no account of their Father.

CAP. XIII. 


The humeur of a Woman whoſe Husband 
is gone beyond the Sea ypon 
ſome buſineſſe. 


A Nother Humoꝛ of a Woman is, when the Yuſband hath 
ben married ſome ſeuen o2 eight pteres moꝛe 02 leſſe, and 
s hee thinkes hee hath met with a god Wife as any man 
can have, with whom hee hath continued all the afozcſaid 
time, with great delights and pleaſures : But admit hee bee a 
Gentleman, and that hee is deſtrous to purchaſe hongur by fol

home againe oꝛ no :? Alas\(wert Huſband got not; Tarry with 
bs ſtill. if pon leauc vs, we are btterip vndone. 
 -Abſwxtwife(ſaithhc dillwade me not from this enterpꝛiſe, 
which concernesmp credit and allegeance foꝛ it ig our P ʒinces 
commandement,and d muſt obep: but be pou well aſſured, J will 
not belong from you(if it pleaſe God. ) 

Thus doth hee comfort and quiet her in the bell ſozt that hee 
can, and be ſhe neuer ſo unpoꝛtunate, be her tcarcs neuer ſo ma 
ny. her intrraty neuer ſo foꝛcible, vet goe hee will, e ſtanning his 
renoſune and duty to his Pꝛince and countrey. maze than wife, 
and Childꝛen though nert toit, hee eſtme and loue them chie 
fel of all other. And at his departure he recommends them to 
the care and courteſie of his chiefeſt Friends : Vet ſome there 
be whoſe tender hearts melt ſo caliſy with kind compaMon, that 
one of their wines teares and the leaſt of thear intteats, will tye 
them ſo faſt by the Leg at home, that thep-will not ſtirre one 
fot from her ſwat ſide, neither for Ling noz Ncylir, wealth noz 
honour. Theſe arc Cravens, and fnwozthy to bee called Gen- 
tlemen. 

But to returne to this valourous and bꝛaue minded Gentle 
man, af whom wee ſpake befozc, it may be, that either by the 
long continuance of the warreg, 02 by his nuſfoztunes, in be-

Thug the fozmer 
ſozrow is ſoinewhat alaid,and within a while after, cleang er- 
tingmlht by the frech delights, pleaſures, contents, and ſollace, 
which 
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which this new choyce doth yerld. Do that yow her other Yu 
band is wholly fo2gotten, her Childzen which hee had by him 
little regarded and the Gods which belong to them, are ſpent 
on others, while the poze w2ctches want things nedfnll, but 
not blowes and hard vſage. To bee ſhozt, the teares-which ho 
beffowed on her other hu band at his departure are dꝛied vp, her 
imb2 aces vaniſhed.

But in the end it chanceth ſo, that by paving his lianſomt, 
(ir hee haue berne Pꝛiſoner, home hee comes, clcane changed 
thzough the many troubles he hath had: And being come ſome 
what nere, faileanot to enquire of his wife and Childzen, fo? 
hee is in great feare , that they are cither dead e in ſome great 
diſtreſſe. And doubtleſle in the tune of his imp iſomment oꝛ other 
dangers, hee hath oft thought, oft dꝛeamed of the im, and oft ſo: 
rowed fo: them, oft beſought God to pzelerve and bleſſe them.

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the wall of the others wife, oꝛ fit above her: whom ſhe will in no 
wiſe (uffer,noz loſe an inch of her eſtate, and her eupen the Hul 
bands muſt together by the eares. 

Thus the ſuppoſed bleſednecwhichhe expected by plunging 
himſelfe in Lobs pound, is turned into ſozrow,trouble,danger, 
and continuall diſcontent while life doth laſt.

The humour of a Woman that hath beenc 
twice marricd. 


Here is another humour belonging to a Woman, which is, 

when a Young man (bauing found the wap into Lobg 
Pound,) meets with a Wife of like peares, frcſh, luſty, 
faire, kinde, and graciovs : with whom ſhee hath liued two oz 
th:& rercs in all delights, toyes, and plcaſure, that any mars 
ried couple could have, never did the onc diſpleaſe the other: ne⸗ 
ver foule woꝛd paſt betwixt them, but they are almoſt fill col⸗ 
ling and billing cach other, like a cevple of Z'oves : And na« 
ture hath framed ſuch Sympathy betwerne them, that if the one 
be ill at caſe o2 diſcontented, the other is ſo likewiſe, Put inthe 
midſt of this their mutuall loue and ſolace, it chanceth that ſhee 
dies, vhe reat hee gricues ſo extremely,thathee is almoſt beſide 
himſelſe with ſozrow : he mournesnot onely in his Apparell,fo2 
an outward ſhew, but vnfainedly in his very heart and that ſo 
much, that he ſhuns all places of pleaſure, and all companp., lives 
ſolitarilp, and ſpends the time in daily complaints and mones, 
and bitterly bewailing the loſe of ſo god a wiſe, wherein ud 
man can iuſtly blame him,foz it is aloſſe wozthy to be lamented, 
and a Jewell, which whoſocuer hath,is happy but this happines 
is very rare. ) 

To be ſhoꝛt, his theughts are all on her, and ſhe is ſo firmely 
pꝛinted in his minde, that whether he ſler pe oz wake, the ſames 
alwayes to be in ſight, but as all things haue an end, ſo here had 
ſoꝛrow. After a while, ſome of his friends hauing ſpied out a ſe- 
cond match. which as they think is very fit foz him, do pꝛeuaile ſo 
much with him, thzovgh their perſwaſions, that hee accepts it, 
and 
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and marries hunſelfe againe, but not asbefoze, with a paring 
Haid, but with a luſty TW1dow, of a middle age, and much ex 
perience, who by the triall which hee had of het firſt Buſbagy, 
knowcs how to handle the ſecond : but that hee map doe it the 
better, ſhe dath not pꝛeſently diſconer her humour, till ſhe haue 
thozowlp markt how hee iginchined, what his conditions are, 
and what his nature is: which finding it milde, and hinde, and 
bery tlexible(the fitteſt mould to caſt a Fole in}haning now the 
full length of his fot, then ſhewes the her ſellt what ſhe is, vn 
maſkingher diſſembling malice ; her firſk attempt is tp vſurpe 
Superiozity, and to become his head,and this the obtajns with 
out great difficulty,fo2 there is nothing ſo lauiſh as aftinple and 
well natured poung man, being in ſubtection, that is married 
to a widow,eſpecially if ſhce bee (2s the moſt of them are ) of a 
peruerſe and crabbed nature. Imap very well compare him to 
an vnfoztunate wzetch, whoſe ill hap is to bee caſt into ſome 
ſtrong pꝛiſon, vnder the keping of amoſt cruell and pittileſſe 
Jailoz, that is not moued to compalſion, but rather to great ri 
gour, in beholding the miſeries of this pe w2ctch, whoſe on 
refuge in this diſtreſſe, is to pzay vnto God, to giue hun pati 
ence to endure this croſſe, foꝛ iſ hee complaine of his hard uſage, 
it will afterwards pꝛoue wozſe. 

But to pꝛocœd: This iolly cAidow will within a while grow 
iealous, feare and ſuſpeit that ſome other Dame hath part of 
that which hee ſo earneſtly deſtreth and wherewith thee could 
neuer bee ſatiſfied, ſothatiſhee glut nat her inſatiable humour, 
ftraightway ſhee conceiueth this opinion: I hee doe but onely 
talk,nap,(which is wo:ſe)loke on any other woman, fo ſhe by 
her god will would bee alwayes in his armes, oz at the leaſt n 
his company : Foz as the Fiſh which hauing beene in water 
thatthzough the heat of the @ununer is halle dzyed vp, begins 
to ſticke full of mud,ſcekes foz freſh water, and hauing found'it, 
dath willingly remaine therein, and will in no wiſc returne to 
his fozmer place: Guen ſs an old Woman, hauing gotten a 
poing man, will cling to hun like Jup to an Elme. 

But on the other ſide, a poung man cannot loue an old women 
howſoever he doth viſfemble, neither is there any that moze en 
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dangers his death: fo2 it is with him, as with one that dzinketh 
multy wine, who if he be thirſty, leeles nothing while he is dꝛin 
king, but at the end of his dzaught, hee feeles ſuch adiſpleaſing 
taſt, that it doth almoſt turne his ſtomacke. 

But if Potng men in no wiſe can fancy old Womncn, what 
loue thinke you young women can beare to old men, when de 
ſides the ſundꝛy 1unperfections of their Age which are ſo loath- 
ſome , that it is impoſſible foꝛ afreſh poung tender Damnſell, be 
(hee ncuer ſo vertuous to endure their company, much leſſe the 
killes and imb2accs of the perſon which hath them , All the luſty 
Gallants chereabouts will not faile to vſe whatſocuer deuices 
and incanes poſſible foꝛ the hozning of the old Dotard hoping 
that ſhe will be caſtly won to wantonnes: aud ſurely they ground 
this hope on great liuclihod; Foz ſith it is no difficult exploit 
to graft the like kindneſſe on a Young mans foꝛc head, who is 
able in farce better meaſute to fed his Wines appetite, and the 
hath thereſoꝛe moꝛe cauſe to be true to him, it map ſureiy ſerme 
no great matter to perfozine the like peece of ſeruice with this 
other unfo:tunate Dame. 

But now to rcturne to our Voung ian, yoalt (as befo2e I 
ſaid to this old Widow, I thus conclude, that his eſtate is moſt 
miſcrable : Foz beſides the danger of his health, and belides 
the ſubiection, nay, rather ſeruitude which beg hucs in, this 
third cull, / 4 micane his wines icalouſie is alone an vntole 
rable toꝛment vato him; So that be he neuer ſa quiet, neuer ſo 
dclirovs to content her, neuer ſo fcarefull to diſpleaſe her, pet 
cannot hee auoydher b2awles, obiections, andfalſe accuſations 
of leudnelle and diſfopalty ; foz an old Woman inferred with 
tcalowie,islife a hcllith furp. 

If per goc to any of her Friends about buſinefſe, pea, to the 
Thurth to ſerue God, yet will ſhee alwayes thinke the" wo2f, 
and allure her ſelfe, that her playes falſe, though inder d her ber 
ncucr ſo continent: who whatſoever hee pleadeth in his owne
